HAT they take the Oaths 
mentioned in an Act, Intitu- 
led, An At for removing. and 
preventing all Gueſticns and Di- 
ſputes, concerning tbe Aſſembling 
and Sitting of this preſent. Par- 


liement : Which Oaths are therein expretled, in 


theſe words following : 

IX B. do ſincerely Promiſe and Swear, That J 
mill be faitbful, and bear true Allegiance «to their 
Adajeſftier, King WILLIAM and Sucen MARY: 
So help me 5 . 

I A, B. do Swear, That I do from my heart al- 
bor, deteſs and abjure, as Impions and Heretical, 
that Dammneble Doctrine and Poſition, That Princes 
Excommunicated, or Deprived by the Pete, or any 
Authority of the See of Rome, may be Depoſed or 
Murthered by their Subjets, or any other whatſ0+ 
ever ; And I do declare, That no foreign Prince, 
Perſon, Prelate, State or Potentate bac hi or ought to 
baue any Power, Furi/diftion, Superiority, Precm - 
mence or Authority, Eccleſiaſtical or Spiritual, within 
thu Realm: So help me God. 

II. That they make and Subſcribe the Decla- 
ration mentioned in a Stature made in the 
Thittieth year of the Reign of King CHARLES 
the Second, Intituled, An Ad ro prevent Papiits 
from Sitting in either Howſe of Parliament; Which 
Declaration is expreſſed therein in theſe words 
following : | 

I A. K do ſolemnly and ſincerely, in the preſence 
of God, Profeſs, Teſtify , and Declare, 11 do 
believe, That in the Sacrament of be Lord®s Supper 
there is not any Tranſubſtantiation of the Element 
of Bread and Wine into the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
at, or after the Conſecration thereof by any "perſon 
whatſotourt , And that the Inwacation or Adoration 
of the Virgin Mary, or any other Saint, ande 
Sacrifice of the Maſi, as they are new uſed in the 
Church of Rome, are Superſtious and Idolatrows. 
And I do ſolemnly, in the preſence of God, profeſs, 
reftiſy and declare, 'That I do make thu delaration, 
and every part thereof , in the plain anf ordanary 
ſenſe of the words read unto me, as they ane com 
eri underſtood by Engliſh Proteſtants," without 

Evaſion, Equivocatiom, or Ment al-reſtroation 
222 and without any: Diſpenſ#tion already 
granted me for thus purpoſe by the Pope, or am Au

thority or Perſen hat ſectder; or unten any hope of 
any ſuch Diſpenſation from any Ver/on or Authority 
whatſoever ; or with:ut thinking that I am, er can 
be acquitted befcre Ged or Alam, or abſelved of this 
declaration,” or any part th:reot, althiurh the Pope 
or any other perſon or perſons, or Power what cever, 
ſbauld diſpence with or Annu! the (ame; or declare 
that it was mil and wod from the beginning; 

* W bich Oaths and Leclatatton, the Juſtices 
* of the Peace, at the General Seffions of che 
* Peace, to be held for the County or Place 
* where ſuch perſon ſhall live, are hereby re- 
* quired to tender ard adminiſter to ſuch perſons 
© 2s (hall offer themſelves; ro rake, mike and 
* ſubſcribe the ſame; and theteot to keep a Re- 
*gilter. For entrng of which, they are to pay 
bor Sixpence ; and for taking out a Cereincate 
thereof, to pay Sixpence, and no mote. 

And. that every ſuſtice of the peace mav at 
any time hereafter, require any perſon that goes 
to any Meeting, for Exercile of Religion, ro 
* mike and ſubſcribe the Declaration atoreſald; 
and alſo to take the ſaid Oaths,, or Declaration 
© of fidelity, herein after mentioned, in caſe ſuch 
* perſon ſcraples the taking of an Oath, and 
upon refuſal chereof, to commit ſuch perion to 
* Priſon, without Bail or Mainpr-2e : Which 
Declaration 'of Fidelty is exprefled in theſe 
words, viz. ; 

IA B. do fincerely promiſe, aud ſolomnly declare. 
before God and rhe World," That I will bs true and 
faitbfal to Ru WILLIAM xd Gen MARY ; 
and I do ſolemnly profeſs and declare, Dat I ds 
from my beart abbor, deteſt, and renounce, as im- 
prom end beretical, That dammable Dectrine and 
Poſition, That Princes Excommunicated, or d pr i- 
ved by the Pope , or qu Authority of the See of 
Rome, | way be Depoſed or Murthered by ther Sub- 
jet, or, any other whatſoever. And | do decldre, 
That no Foreign Frince, Perſon, Prelate, State, or 
Latentate bath, or orgbt to bave any Power, Juris 
dittiun , Supcrtority , Preexmmence,, or Authority 
Kceclefiafticgs or Spie wirhin tha Realm.

* Which Declarations and Subſcription ſhafi 
| the made andentered of Record, at the Geperal 
Quarter Seſſions of the Peate, for the County. 
City, or place, where every ſuch Perſon ſhall 
then reſide. | 
Provided, That ſuch who reſuſe to take the 
Oaths, when tendered to them, ſhall not be 
admitted to make and ſubſcribe the two Or- 
© clarations aforeſaid, tho required thereto , un- 
leſs ſuch Pe can within thirty one days, 
" after ſuch tender of the Declarations to him, 
© produce two, ſufficiett Proteſtant Witneſſes to 
« Teſtify upon Oath, that they beliete bim to 
de a'Proteſtant Diſſenter , or a Certificate un- 
© der the Hands of four Proteſtants, who are 
© conformable to the Church of Ergland, and 
* have taken the Oaths, and ſubſcribed the 
© Declaration above · mentioned, and ſhall alſo 


© produce a Certificate, under the Hands and 


* Seals of fix or more ſufficient Men of the Con- 
© pregation, to which he belongs, owning him 
* for one of them. X 
Provided alſo, that until ſuch Certificates be 
produced, the Juſtice of the Peace is required to 
take a Recognizance with two Sureties in the 
penal Sum of Fifty pounds tor his producing the 
lame; or If be cannot give ſuch Security, to com- 
mic him to Priſon, there to Temain until he can. 
Provided always, That if any Aſlembly 
of Perſons diſſenting from the Church of Eng- 
land, hall be bad in any place for Religious 
Worſhip with the Doors locked, barred, or bol- 
ted, ducing any time of ſuch Meeting together, 
all and every Pesſun that ſhall come co, and be 
at ſuch Meeting, ſhall not receive any Benefit 
from this Law, notwithſtanding his taking the 
Oaths, and Subſcribing the Declaration aforeſaid. 
Provided, T hat nothing in this Act be conſtrued 
to exempt any Perfons trom paying of Tythes , 
or any other Durtics to the Church or Miniſter. 
Provided, That the Laws made for frequen- 
ting Divine Service, be in force againſt all Per- 
ſons that oſſend againſt them, except ſuch Perſons 
come to ſome Congregation of Worſhip, allowed

Provided always, at no — — or 
Aſſembly for Rel gious Worſhip de | 
ted, or allowed by this Act, until the p of 
ſuch Meeting be certified ro the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſe, or to the Arch-Deacon of that Arch- 
Deaconry, or to the Juſtices of the Peace at the 
General or Quarter Sefſlons of the Peace, 
*for the County, City or Place, in which 
ſuch Meeting ſhall be held, which is there to be 
Regiſtred, and a Certificate to be delivered for 
Six pence, when demanded. 

Secondly, or Laſtly, There is required of every 
Preacher over and. above the aforeſaid Injun- 
Rions, That be do declare bis Approbation of, 
and ſubſcribe the Articles of Religion, mention- 
ed in the Statute made in the Thirteenth year 
of the Reign of the late Queen Elmeberb, except 
the Thirty fourth, about the Traditions of the 
Church; the Thirty fiſth, concerning Hbmilies ; 
and the Thirty fixth, of Conſecration'of Biſhops 
and Miniſters; and theſe words of the Tween-

tieih Article, vis. The Church bath Power to De- 
cree Rights or Ceremonies , and Authority in Con» 
troverſies of Faith. And yet; — and thoſe who 
ſcruple the Baptizing of Infants, may except 
part of the Twenty ſeventh Article, Touchmy 
Infant Bayti{m. 

Theſe Articles and Clauſes of Articles, allowed 
by this Act to be excepted, are the rather added, 
both, becauſe they contain the difference 
tween the Church and Diſſenters; And alſo, 
becauſe a ſerious Conſideration of the Nature 
and Quality of them (they being about Tradi- 
tions and Ceremonies that may be changed by 
Authority) will produce not only a juſt Apo- 
logy for this Indulgence, which leaves theſe Ce- 
remonial Articles, under the mighty 
Protection of the Churches Treaſure , all the 
Tythes and Eccleſiaſtical Revenyes of the Na- 
tion, being wholly given up to thoſe only, who 
ſubſcribe theſe Ceremonial Articles and Clavies, 
(a ſufhcient Security for them,) but alſo their 
Nature and Quality, being about Humane Ce- 
remonies, manifeſts likewiie, that the Salvation 
of Peoples Souls, is no way in danger by this 
Indulgence, nor yet is the State in any hazard 
thereby. 

Wherefore we may ſoberly Admoniſh all Per- 
ſons angry at it, to forbear prerending tor God, 
or the King, the Service of the Chnich or State, 
when they condemn this Indulgence becauſe is 
will be cafily evidenced, that tis much to the 
Advantage of the Proteſtant Religion , and 
greatly jor the Welfare of the Nation, to Tobe 
rate ſo great a number of Proteſtants and Na- 
tives, Who have been many years miſerably 
ſpoiled , unto the great decay of Trade, ob- 
{trudtion of Keligion, mcreaſe of Guilt, and 


1 in the Nation. 
o Conclude, The Deſign and Preamble of 
this Act, being to Unite all Proteſtants in Ince- 
reſt and Aflechon, we have now one lntete t; 
and defice there may be one Affection, both to 
each other, and to K. lian and Q. My, 
and that henceforward, we may be looked upon, 
and valued, as we are true to the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt, and che Intereſt of the Nation and Govern- 
ment, {ceing we give the ſame Security to the 
Church and State, as any others, and that as 
readily too; and if the Wiſdom of the Nation 
find it needful to require a to renonnce the late 
K. James, or the like Security io the prejene Ge» 
vernment, we doubt not but to yeild as ready; 
hearty, and free a Compliance therewith, as the 
moſt dignified and contotmable Ciergy in the 
Nation.
